for securing the paving contract here. 
Chiftenden had made no explanation, 
except-that' he wanted the money for 
his own expenses and to help in ex- 
tinguishing the national debt. The 
money was all paid in cash and nego- 
tiable paper, McCIellani never knew 
nor inquired for what purposes Chit- 
tenden used the money. 


Tho book-keeper of Dc Golyer and 


McClelland, being called, swore that 
tho money had been paid to Chitten- 
den, as stated by Mr. McClelland, and 
that ho (the book-keeper) had charged 
up the sum on the books of the firm, on 
the ''transit account." 


The committee has boon unable to 


get Chittenden here, but is determined 
to bring him, at all expense and hazird.
